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Capt. C. R. Robsoti and our American 
ResltlRnts. 
In consideration of tlie gallant coiuiuot of 
•C. Pk. Robson, of H. M. gunboat Forward, in 
rescuing the passengers and crew of the 
American brig Consort-— wrecked at San 
Josef harbor — iti Deo. , last, and also iiis 
kiadnoBB to them while on board his vessel, 
4he:Amerioan citizens' resident in Victoria, 
Jiave addressed a letter to Senators Baker 
«nd Nesmiih, of Oregon, asking that the at- 
tention of the U. S. Government may be 
• called to his praiseworthy elTorts to relieve 
their distressed countrymen. The following 
is a copy of the document, which wont for- 
ward by the last steamer : 

{Victoria, Vancouver Island, 
February 2a(l, ISlll. 
Gentlemen :— We the undcrsigiied Amer- 
ican merchants and residents of this town, 
take occasion to bring to your notice the 
gailait conduct of Commander C. 11. liob- 
son of Her Brittanic Majesty's gunboat For. 
wanl, in rescuing the stiipwrt'ckinl ollicers, 
crew and jiasseiigers of the American brig 
Consort, who were castaway on iIk; West 
coast of the Island in the month of Novem- 
ber last. We deem it our duty to bring il 
under your ei^nsideratioi?, with the hope thai 
it will be laid before Congress, or a iormal 
recognition r,f ihe service done to American 
■citizens in distress be made by the I'rcsi- 
I dent. V\'e are persuaded lli.-it no tesliinun- 
ialin any othershape would reward Cuptiin 
Roiison so fully as a national recognition on 
•our part. When wo assure you that this is 
the second time lie has rendpred marked 
iiervice to American citizens and American 
commerce in a foreign land, we believe you 
will concur with us that national courtesy 
ought to bestow some mark of acknowledge- 
ment. 

In 18."j0, Commander Robson, then in Her 

Britannic .Majesty's service on the coast of 
Africa voliiiileeriui to navigate the Amoric.in 
brig Huntress, whicli had lost her uliici-r- 
by fever, from Fernando Pu to Philadelphia. 
Though bis own life was imperilled by coast 
fever, with which he was attacked for sixty- 
uine days, still il was his good fortune to 
navigate th<! vessid safely into the port of 
Philailelphia and deliver her U[i to h r 
owners. 

In the month of December last ha was 
ordered to Nootka Sound to relieve the crew 
of the Peruvian brig Florencia, which had 
been dismantled below Cape Flattery, but 
ill iier disabled condition had rnaile the 
iibove-named port; tiesides, if ]iossil)li', to 
bring the disabled vessel to this port. When 

- he arrived at Nootka Sound, he there heard 
of the loss of the Amorican brig Consort, 
bound from till! Sandwich Islmuls to I'liget 
Sound, and ihcs snilciing ena.iMinn of i ei 
crew and jiassi^rigers — among the laltm- an 
Ariieriean lady and her litllo son — eighl(.'eii 
persons in all — at Cnrcdiiiia, oni; of the most 
inhospitable portions of Iho West Coast,unin- 
habited, except by savages. He immediate- 
ly went to their assistance, and from the 
lirnileil stores of tlie Forward, supplied 
t'lem with clothii:g aiul food, and took them 
all on board. On bis return to Nooika, in 
oomplianco with his order ho took the Flo- 
rencia in low; but, after proceeding a short 
distance be}ond the " lieails," or nnuih of tiio 
harbor, tlie cable jiarted, and in llie darkness 
of the night they sejiaraled. Unferluiutely, 

- the Florencia was forced ashore by a gule 
and became a wreck. Unable, with the 
coming day, to find the Florencia, he tried 
fcr fony-algbt hours, to reaoh the Straits of 
Fiica ; bulho had lost the favorable winds 
to return by Roing to the aid of the Con- 
Hort's people, and liad no other resoiirco but 
to go round the north end of the Island 
Bothoflicers and crew were put on short al- 
lowance, and they were buileted by wind 
and wave fur nearly four wt!eks, and long 
after the gunboat had been given up as lost, 
she fortunately arrived safe ill this port willi 
our rescued connlry men. 

In view, thendore, of ihu iiitiniate com- 
mercial relations between the Pacilio States 
and theso colonies, and the probability that 
like occasions may often occur on this coast 
for Her Majesly's Navy to oxteiid assistance 
to AinmicBii vessels, wo siuf^erely hope onr 
goveriiinent will not luxe sight ol thu iiuble 
' conduct of Cummander C. A. liobson. 
Wo have the honor to bo, elo.

The Dainties of our Ancestors. 
Tasto, indeed, was more capricious than 
refined, and the epicure cvulting over strong 
llavors, included coslacea among his Friilay 
fare. The whale was eaten by the Saxons, 
and when men were lucky^ enough to get 
it, it appeared at table late tn^lhe fifteenth 
century. In 1246 Henry III. directed the 
sheriffs of London to purchase one liiindred 
piece.s of whale for his table. AVhalos 
found on the coast were the percjuisites of 
royalty; they were cut up and sent to the 
king's kitchen in carts. Edward II. gave 
a reward of twenty shillings to three mari- 
I iicrs who had caught a whale rear London 
bridge. Those found on the banks of the 
Thames were claimed by the Lord Mayor, 
and added to the luxury of the civic feast. 
Pieces of whale were often pureliasod in 
the thirteenth century for the table of the 
Countess of Leicester. England was sup- 
plied with this choice dainty by the lis'ier- 
men of Normandy, who inaile it an import- 
ant article of commerce. The Normans 
had various ways of cooking it ; sometimes 
it was roasted, and brought to the table on 
the spit, but the usual way was to boil it 
and serve it up with peas; epicures looked 
out for a slice from the tongue or the tail. 

The grampus, or seawolf, was also highly 
esteomcLl ; but of all the blubber dainties, 
tlie porpoise was deemed the most savory. 
The Sa.\ons called -it, sea-s wine, and the 
ecclesiastics of the middle ages, ;)o?co mar- 
ino. Porpoises were purchased for the 
table of Henry III. in 12-10; and Bishop 
Swiiifield, in the same century, dined off it 
whenever he had an opportunity; il was 
served up at a sumptuous enlertainmerit 
given to liichard II. at Durham House; and 
at the grand installation of Archbishop 
Neville, in 146C, four poipoises were on the 
table. In 1-191 the bailiQ's of Yaimoulh 
sent a tine porpoise as a present to Lord 
Oxforil, whose tavor they were an.\ious to 
propitiate, and accompanied it witli the 
message, that if they had had any other 
"deyntes to do him a pleasir," they would 
have sent them also. The worthy bailiffs 
could find no more savory present in all the 
iish markets of Varirioutli. 

At the marriage of Henry V. the guests 
wi'ta treated vilh '• roasted perpes,'' a dish 
fashionable in the lifleeiilh century. We 
find it again in the lirst course at the coro- 
natior. of Henry VII. The King was prob- 
ably fond of thi.s dish, for it was .served up 
at his table on the feast day (jf St. George, 
and my lord Cardinal courted his Majesty's 
favor by sending a line porpoise lo the pal- 
ace. The cooks not only roasted and boiled 
it, but made it into pies and pastries ; and a 
learned " Maister Cook" gives a receipt for 
a delicious " puddyiilg of purpas,se," whilst 
another tells us how lo serve it up in fer- 
inenty ; the wheat was to be seollied in 
milk, in wbieh finely chopped alrmiiids had 
lieen Inuled lo thicken it; the porpoise was 
to bo dished up, smothered in this delicate 
sauce, wh.iohjyas aj^o oojorej^ w^jh,jjafIron. 
A poet in t452 gives directions now tri'carve 
•• salte porpyesse and seeie.^^ ■ In the " Buke 
ol Kervying"' mustard is reoonimended as 
tiie tiest sauce tor porpoise, which was to 
be carved after the manner of venison ; and 
the proper term to employ in asking ihe 
caivei to help the guests was lold to hid 
hini •' nruler-traiiiielie that porpoise.'' Tins 
verj' coarse animal was esteemed as loud 
uiiUl lale in the sixteenth century; it was 
often on the table of Henry VIII.; and 
Wolsey, Somerset, and other lords of the 
Star Chamber, having in 1509 a snug liitle 
oin>.'ial dinner together, feasted sumptuously 
oir a porpoise, which cost eight shillings, 
l-lven (fueeii i;iizabelh, who was rather 
choice ill her appetite, had porpoise amiirig 
her Friday diet; and it was sold as fixni in 
the market of Newcastle as late as 1575, 
from which time it appears to have fallen 
into disrepute. — Oar. English Homes,

The spectacle presented by a nation, 
whi( h was supjjosed to be the e.vemplar of 
a govenirnent founded on law, about to en- 
gage ill civil war, ad'ects the mind willi thu 
same feeling that is e.vperie need when a 
man, in the fullness of streiigtb, puts a 
pistol to his ear and blows, bl8 brains out. 
TiK.'re is no peo]de that more fully appre- 
ciate the blessings eiijnyoci by Anieiicaiis 
than the Knglisli, and none who look with 
more pride U|)oii our giant stridi^s to great- 
ness. The contrary idt!a is inculcated only 
by those who permit their passioiiB to run 
away with their brains. — Portland Grci^o- 
nian.

I.'tiMiGUATioN. — From letters recently re- 
ceived in thi.s town from California, we are 
led to believe that we shall receive quite an 
accession to our population, as well from 
California as from Oregon. ^ The feeling in 
favor of Cariboo 'is" reprdseiated as very fa- 
vorable in both Statesj^andjhe^first^ break-up 
of winteV will, we thinK,'seb "quite a niimber 
of hardyj,'Araericaii miners::landed on our 
shore.?. In addition, some 200 Chinamen 
nre expected on the next steamer from San 
Francisco by the agents here. Celestials, 
although not the most desitablo population, 
generally work in spots that white men will 
not touch, anil, as a rule, do not intiirforo 
with the operaiioiis ..f others. From Eu- 
rope, llie Cauailas, or the Eastern Slates, wo 
a.-ipoct but few. For this year, then, we 
must be content with the im migration from 
(dir neighboring .Stales ; and if it is com- 
posed uf inilustiious, fair minded men, \vlll- 
ing to do justice to the country, we have no 
foars but the result of their summer's labors, 
if published, will in 1862 attract hither im- 
migrants from all qtiarters of the globe. 

British Coi.u.mui.wv I'ostai, Aui{A.m;k- 
.ME.NTs. — The resiiients of our sister colony 
complain of tloj laek of punctuality in the 
delivery of the mails sent via Frascr River. 
The cause of this la.xity is owing, we are 
persuaded, to the fact that no arrangeracnls 
for carrying them has as yet been consum- 
mated. The bags are generally sent up by 
the first person willing lo take ihem, while 
the expresses being'oon veyed by active mess- 
engers, usually, precede .tlw > post by several 
hours, and sometimes days, to Fort Yale or 
Douglas. An ofler to carry the' mails for a 
merely nominal sum, has, we learn, been 
receritiv made tiie government by a rospon- 
.sible party ; and we would urge upon the 
ajlhorilics — if no belter system can be 
adopted —its acceptance. I'lie pr.mipt ile- 
livery of the mails would prove a i;real ac- 
comrQodalion to our neighbors, and wo see 
no good reason for denying them the same 
facilities in that respect as we of Victoria 
enjoy.

The 
weather had been plofisajitlproyiously. 

The steamer Fort Yale' made an attempt 
on SandBy^'last'-'to enter the LflllS Ciifion, 
ior. the purpose' of reaching the falls. The 
pffloers, however, put her about when she 
iad reached the mouth of the oailon, deem- 
ing the risk too great. j . 

Business at all the towns is as usual- 
dull. 

The people of Yale have sent n reinon- 
atrancB, numerously signed, to Governor 
Doii;;las, protesting against the imposition 
of lu-ilf-a-i:ent per pound on nil goods taken 
by boats through tlie cailons. 

A horrible murder was committed at 
Cayoosh on the night of tho 1st inst. The 
victim was M. i'fiee, for about a year a resi- 
dent of this city, and the owner of considiir- 
able property hero. He was universailj re- 
spected. The particulars will be found in 
the following letter, received yesterday from 
the scene of the dreadful crime: 

Cavoosii, B. C, Feb. 3, ISC.l. 

Edito* British Colonist :— A brutal and 
horrible murder was committed m our 
midst here oh the night of the Lst inst., up- 
<ju the person of INlr. M. Trice, a store- 
keeper of this place, by some person or 
persons unknown. The discovery ol the 
deed has caused a great sensation among 
the peaceable inhabitants of Cayoosh Flat. 
Mr. ['rice being.a very peaceable and in- 
otlensive man, having iio enemy here seem- 
ingly— causes the crime to appear lenlold 
worse. He was found on the inorain.L; of 
the 2d inst., lying on his hack, with his 
throat cut from ear to ear by some sharp 
instrument, his nose broken, and his but- 
tocks cut and mutilated in a must shockir.g 
iTiiinner. Besides these, there were several 
other Kiabs upon various parts of his body, 
iiiiiouiiting to twenty-live in all. Wholher 
Jie was murdered lor money or malice, or 
for other causes, is wrapt in profound mys- 
tery, lie a[peared to have been in the act 
of writing a letter to Messrs. Koinhart & 
Co., of New Wcstininster, in wtiich he 
specified that he was abuut to send ihein 
S-13. This letter was found fully written 
and a duplicate thereof partly made. It 
laust have been while eng.igeil on tliu du- 
plicate in the back room that the inlerual 
deed was committed. The murderer lias 
left no trace as yet as to wbOiOr-wllat he is. 
The lew iMasous ihat are here totik charge 
of the body of deceased, be being a Ma- 
son, and buried him with what honors they 
could give.

Mr. M. Price, who was most loiilly mur. lur- 
ed in his store at Cayuosh on the evening ol 
Feb. 1st, by douie i)ersun or |ier=(jns un- 
known. He was lirsi d iseij\-ered yesterday 
morning, about 10 n'clock, in his little back 
room, lying on his back, dead and quite r - 
^'id, gashed and mutilated in the most horri- 
ble manner. No less than twenty-three 
wuun.lj were on his body. He appeared to 
liave Just liiiished writing a letter 1 i you 
firm, apprising you of a reiiiillance of 11!
